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CHAPTER 1 
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INTRODUCTION 1 The Australian and New Zealand Standard Industrial Classification (ANZSIC) 2006 (cat 
no. 1292.0) was released in February 2006. The Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) and 
Statistics New Zealand jointly developed this classification to improve the comparability 


of industry statistics between the two countries and with the rest of the world. 


2 The purpose of this revision is to ensure the classification remains current. With the 
on-going implementation of ANZSIC 2006, including its use in statistical collections, 
some areas were identified in the classification which required further clarification. This 


publication identifies the revisions to ANZSIC 2006 since its release in February 2006. 


3, The revisions to ANZSIC 2006 are minor, maintaining the scope, concepts and 
structure. This publication concentrates on the revision of primary activities to capture 
new and emerging activities, clarifies class definitions to overcome practical difficulties in 


implementation and corrects minor errors and omissions. 


4 The minor revisions facilitate the consistent interpretation of the classification by all 
concerned and allow the inclusion of emerging activities especially for industries that are 


subject to frequent changes (e.g. information technology). 


5 Abroader revision will be undertaken in the future which will include consultation 
with stakeholders. This review is scheduled for 2011 and will assess the relevance of 
ANZSIC 2006 classes and groups. Stakeholders feedback on the industry classification

6 When ANZSIC 2006 was released in February 2006, a range of other ANZSIC products 
and services were also released. This included the alphabetic index of primary activities 
in spreadsheet format (cat no. 1292.0.55.004), which is a replica of Chapter 9 of the 
ANZSIC 2006 publication. As a result of the revisions to ANZSIC 2006, the alphabetic 
index of primary activities was revised. This revised alphabetic index replaces Chapter 9 
of the original ANZSIC 2006 publication and will be released together with the ANZSIC 
2006 (Revision 1.0).

7 This chapter presents the details of the revisions of the original ANZSIC 2006 
publication. The changes are presented according to the page number of the original 
ANZSIC 2006 publication. Changes made are identified followed by the revised 
paragraph, definition or exclusion/references. In cases where the revision involves 
adding primary activity or exclusions/references, only the additional primary activity or 


exclusions/references are shown in this publication.

REVISED PARAGRAPH 

5.9 When a service is not wholly consumed by units classified to a single division, it is 
classified to a 'general service' division, according to the type of service being provided. 
For example, veterinary services and packaging services are typically consumed by units 
in more than one industry division. Therefore, they are classified to the appropriate 
classes in Division M Professional, Scientific and Technical Services and Division N 


Administrative and Support Services respectively.

REVISED PARAGRAPH 

5.60 The ANZSIC 2006 treatment of commission-based wholesaling differs from that 
adopted in ANZSIC 1993. Units mainly engaged in undertaking the purchase and/or sale 
of finished goods mainly to businesses on a commission basis are classified to Class 3800 
Commission-Based Wholesaling unlike in the previous ANZSIC where these units were 
classified to various wholesaling classes depending on what the units were selling. The 
units have fundamental differences in their production functions when compared with 
non-commissioned wholesalers. These differences are based on the capital and labour 


requirements by the two activities.

REVISED PARAGRAPH 

5.62 Consistent with the Wholesale Trade Division, ANZSIC 2006 treats 
commission-based retailing differently to the non-commissioned activity, as again there 
are fundamental production function differences between the activities.
